A YOtTNO STTROEON IN THE KAFFIR 
WARHHOWEUTHKWmTK FEATHER 
UNUEK FIRE. BUT THERE WAS A 
GOOD REASON. 



It hHppetied 50 years ajfo, when 
the north and eaHtorn fronti(M*s of 
the old colony were pcrpolnally 
haruHHed by Kaflir^. W(> liltlo 
realize iiowadayH the coiiHtaiit lur- 
nioil and trouble that, pervailed in 
places where there are now railways 
and a settled population, who em- 
ploy aa their servants descendants 
of Mie very men who wt^ie forever 
at war with us. TliiiiKH were ho bafi 
that the natives had at one time 
shut up the governor of tiio colony, 
Sir Harry Smitli, in a small fort, 
from which he only cut himself out 
aft^r a daring hand-to-hand tight. 
This was after he had gone out in 
force with about 1,600 men to over- 
awe the turbuhint tribes and got 
very much the worst of it. 

At this time, about the end of 
1860, there werequite 16,000 Kaffirs 
in the field against us, and 10,tK)0 
more were on the point of joining 
them under Kr«>Ii, an influential 
chief of very doul)iful loyalty. 

I have often heard my father tell 
of the terrible state of things that 
prevailed thi-ouglxnit the north of 
the colony. The whole district was 
perpetually devastated by maraud- 
ing Kaffirs. The savages overran 
the conntry as far as ,S()niers(<t and 
even farther tr) Onihamstown, sweef) 
ing up all the catth*, sheep and 
horses they could find and (H)mmit- 
ting the most frightful atrociti<m. 
In a few months as many as 200 
fartuhouses were l)urnod to the 
ground, and largo quantity's of 
bread and com, with other farm 
produce, had been wantonly de- 
stroj'ed. So serious was the situa- 
tion that the settlers formed them- 
selves into a defense association, 
and the governor appointed a 
scdemn day of humiliation in the 
English and Dutch churches. At 
the smne time a b'Mly of tr<M)ps was 
collected at Orahainjstown, support- 
ed by regiments recently arrived 
from Kngland, and a serious cam- 
paign was undertaken against th<« 
Amatola mountains, which the 
enemy were said to be hohling in 
force. 

My father's regiment was the 

th. They had been in the 

colony for a couple of years and 
more or less continually engaged 
In all the recent fighting, and they 
knew what determineil enemies 
they hfld to deal with. We are apt 
to forget nowadays when the Kaf- 
firs are peaceful fellow colonists, 
what fierce flght.<>rs they were. My 
father thought them one of the 
finest savage races in the world. 
We liave seen and heard so much 
since then of the Zulus, a kindied 
race, that w(» are apt to forgc^t what 
formi<lable opponents the Kafllrs 
were in those early wars — men of 
magnificent physique and un- 
daunted courage, armed with the 
terrible assegais, which they wi»'ld- 
ed with gr<>at skill, hurling Ihem 
with accutate aim and incredible 
force to great distances, an<l when 
at close quartei's stabbing with the 
ctuel broad blade that was more 
than a match for the bayonet. 
They luul firearms, too, and had 
h^arned to handle llie musket with 
good aim and prei'ision, whil(>, al- 
though their luetics wore xssen- 



tially of a loose order, suitable to 
to their rugged bush country, they 
had a certain cohesion and dis- 
cipline imparted to them by breth- 
ren who had served in the local 
Ca])e corps. 

It was about June 24, 1821, 
that General Somerset moved for- 
ward into KalTirland from Kort 
Hare with a force of 2,000 men 
— horse, foot, guns Rn<l irregulars 
— destined to attack the Amatolas. 
What followe<l let my father 
tell in his own words: 

"The night belore the column 
marched a new officer joined oui 
regiment and rei)orted himself for 
duty. lie came straight to the col- 
onel's mess, which was no more 
than a campfire in the open, on 
which bubbled a steaming kettle of 
soup and aronntl wliioh, 'tintot'in 
hand, wisro squatted the colonel, 
the senior major and myself the 
junior. 

" ' Some one to see you, sir, 'said 
the orderly, introducing a fignre 
wrapped in a great blanket coat, 
but still shivering in the keen night 
air. 

" ' What can I do for you ? ask- 
ed the colonel, a little ofifhand, for 
ho was sharp set and did not want 
to miss his share of the soup. 

" 'I have com© to join, sir. 
Assistant Surgeon Julyan; landed 
last week and oidered to join head- 
<|uart,ers as soon as I could.' All 
this was said in a rather thin treble 
voice, no doubt made weaker by 
the nervousness of the situation. 

" 'Well, you are welcome enough. 
We expect to be engaged 
tomorrow or next days, and there's 
no saying how many of us may not 
be liit. II(^re, Oranville' — this 
was the adjutant, who also belonged 
to the colonel's dinner nie.ss — 'take 
him over to the surgeon. Have 
you had any grab?' 

"The newcomer confessed that 
he had not tasteil food that day, 
and he was immediately made 
hospitably welcome to a share in 
th(^ «!anip kettle. After that he 
took himself oft to the regimental 
hospital tents. 

" The regiment marched off next 
morning or, as it seeinwl to me, in 
the middle of the night. We form- 
ed up on parade in |)erreci silence, 
the words of command, issued in a 
whispc^r, passed on from month to 
mouth, and the column, starting 
noisnlessly, at once commenced the 
ascent of some very steep gonnd. 
By dayliijht we had reached a ridge 
from whi(di the imcniy's i)osilion 
was visible, and already a brisk 
skiimisk had commenced between 
them and our advance guard. It 
ha<l been a stiff, steep climb, and 
none of us was sorry to halt and rest 
upon the ridge. Casting my eyes 
around, I soon discovered our newly 
joined 'sawltones' in the center of a 
grouj) of laughing, chaffing young- 
sters, who were treating him after 
their fashion aw a '.Tohnny llnw.' 

"He looked in truth a raw, half 
formed, ill grown yonth, younger 
than his age, which mtist have l)een 
two or three and twenty, or he could 
not have got his diploma. His 
figure was veiy slight and fragile, 
his face pcirfectly smooth, with a 
clear, fresh complexion. He had a 
shy and shrinking manner, and I 
could plaiidy see that it was pain 
and anguish to him to be made the 
butt of his harebraine<i comrades. 

" ' What is the use of wending out 
a whipper snapper of a chap like 
you? You'<l hardly have the pluck 
to amputate the leg of a fly,' I 
heard one subaltern say as I drew 
near. 

" ' Wait till you're under fire. 
Miss Mary, ' a<lded another. 

" 'Stay behind with the hospital 
stretcher ; that's my staight tip, 
Mary, dear I' cried a third, and the 
rest, catching up the epithet, a 
chitrus of voices began to sing 
' Mistn'ss Mary, quite contrary, how 
does your g(ir<len grow?' 

" ' Come, come, young gentle- 
men, ' I pi otestetl sharply, 'leave 
Mr. .lulyan alone. He may shame 
some of yon yet when there's real 
work to be done. Anyhow he's a 
newcomer and should be betttir treat- 
ed.' 

" 'yhft tears gathered in the dark, 
sad eyes of the hunted young doc- 
tor as they were turned gratefully 
to mine, and If saw that he wanted 
to j)res8 my hand, lint at that mo- 
ment the otxler came to fall in. 
Wo moved across the ridge to its 
edge, found a sti<ej) descent, drop- 
j)ed down and bet;iin to breast au- 1 



other rise, which we were .soon 
unplejiaantly reminded was strongly' 
occujwed by the enemy. Their fire 
became intensely hot, and, although 
we opened out at once into skirmish- 
ing ordei, many men were struck 
down as we still pressed on to the 
attack, the men taking advantage 
of the rocks and trees and any cover 
they cotild find. 

" There was rather a check, and 
the colonel sent me to bring up a 
couple of supporting companies 
to reienforoe the fighting line. 

My mission took me back over 
the ground we had crossed, wheie 
our casualties lay thick and wound- 
ed, and I found our surgeon, an 
old cami)aigner, and his first assist- 
ant, busily tending the wounded. 

"'If yon see my second, major, 
hurry him up,' cried the surgeon. 
'There's work and enough for all 
hands now. I sent him to the rear 
to prepare the field hospital, but 
he ought to be here now.' 

"I looked about for Julyan and 
found him — where do you suppose? 
Behind a great bowlder, crouch- 
ing all of a heap, with his head 
buried in his hands and sobbing 
aloud in a wild praroxysm of woe. 

" 'Julyan,' I said very quietly, 
laying my hand upon his shoulder, 
'this won't do. I see what is wrong 
with you — others have been 
through it before you— the first 
time under fire' — 

"'It's not that, sir; not that. 
I have no tears for myself. I'd 
faceitall and worse to save the rest. 
But the blood, the slaughter, the 
sudden, awful death' — 

" ' There must be an end of such 
nonsen.se,' I crieil angrily. Chang- 
ing my tone. 'Yon must pull your- 
self together, young fellow. 

There is work for you in front 
there. The others want you, your 
colleagues, the wovnded. ITp, 
now, be ofT with you.' 

" He rose to his feet at my words 
with a start; one last shudder, an 
uncontrollable .spaj<m, as it were, of 
the agony he had endured, swept 
over him, and then he ran forward 
at fall speed 

" I .saw no more of him till the 
end of the day, and then only for a 
moment, for the casualties had been 
many, the hospital was full, and the 
surgeons were excessively i)u.sy. I 
heard only good of J'oung Milyan. 
His chief spoke of him with enthu- 
siasm as a most skillful operator, 
with marvelous dexterity and light- 
ness of touch. As for his momentary 
weakn(>sn, akin to the well known 
'stage fright,' but infinitely worse, 
no one knew of it. That painful 
episode was kept .<< ♦•'■•'jc secret be- 
tween UH. 

" But he had noi lor^rolten it nor 
what I had done for him, on which 
he would insist with exaggerated in- 
sistence. A few days Inter he came 
to me with a pietty hoop ring, which 
he urgently asked mo to accept. 

" 'It is not much. But it was my 
mother's, and I should like you to 
wear it in " memory of your exceed- 
ing kindness, sit.'" 

" I told him I would do nothing of 
the kind, and I believe I swore at 
him as a silly, sentimentnl young 
ass. 

" He kept the ring because I 
obliged him to do so, but he would 
harp still upon my kindness, and 
declared that he would live only to 
show his gratitude some day, some 
how. He got his chance, I tell j'ou. 

" The dislodgement of the Kaffirs 
from the Amatolas was one of oui 
earliest actions. It was followed 
by a series of operations toward the 
Kei River, among which the worst 
was the storming of the Water- 
kloof, which was tiled three times. 
On the final and successful assault 
we were hotly engaged, and I fell, 
fully believing when I was hit that 
it was all over with me and that I 
had lost the number of my nie-ss. 
While I lay there helpless with a 
wound in my thigh, the wave of 
atta<'k Kdled onward, and I faint»>d 
from loss of bloixl. When I came 
to myself, Julyan was leaning over 
me, anxiously watching me with 
great dark, wistful eyes. ' 

" ' Don't speak,' he said directly 
I opened mine. ' You are all right. 
I have taken up the aricry and fix- 
ed a tourniquet. It is only a ques- 
tion of patience. They'll i>i<>k you 

up by and by.' 

" ' Hut you must not stay by me,' 
I protested. ' do on after the regi- 
ment at once, lortleryou,' 

" ' Atid Ml., oolonel ot<l(»red me 



to remain here with you, ' he an- 
swenMl briefiy. 'It's not because I 
am afraid. ' 

" It was not indeed, as he soon 
showed beyond all doubt. For al- 
though the fight had swept away 
beyond us, fugitives, or broken 
parties of Kaffirs, began to drop 
back, and we were suddenly attack- 
ed by half a dozen savages who 
were lurking among the trees. 

" ' Give me your revolver, ' said 
Julyan. 'I can use it.' 

" They were not very common in 
those earlj' da.ys, and it was for- 
tunate I had one. But for that re- 
volver and the splendid use Julyan 
made of it I should never have 
been able to tell this story. When 
they rescued it^ a little later, there 
Were four dead .Kaffirs within 
range, and a trail of blood showed 
where a fifth had limped wounded 
away. But Julyan had not escap- 
ed. He had one assagai in his 
arm and was pinned to the ground 
by another in his leg. They were 
flesh wounds, happily, and soon 
healed. I, too, recovered after a 
time. 

"Thatismy fnther'sstory, and" —

me, nor, indeed, all that I know.

They had, of course, to take 
Julyan to hospital, and it was 
ther»^ that a most extraordinary 
discovery was made. The young 
assistant surgeon was a female. 

Von may take that cm ions fact 
as explaining much that had 
happened and all that eventually 
came to pass, for my father married 
her shortly afterward and left the 
se rvice."

Atigustns Letter in New York Observer. 

For more than fortj' years it has 
been my pleasure and my duty to 
visit the New York Institution for 
the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb, and for more than a genera- 
tion, to be associated with some of 
the noblest and best men of New 
Y'^ork in its direction. Its princi- 
pals, superintendents and teachers, 
have been my friends and com- 
rades in this benevolent and chari- 
table woik. We have planned'and 
latwred together, have visited and 
inspecte<l the institutions for deaf- 
mute instruction in our own coun- 
try, and travelling in company, 
have attended international con- 
ventions of instructors in England 
and Belgium, Norway and Italy. 
Every part of the varied and com- 
plicated system of dimf-mute train- 
ing — manual, physical, intellec- 
tual and moral — as well as all of the 
financial and business interests of 
the Institution, have at different 
times pat^sed under my observation 
and direct control As the pastor 
of many of its officers, it has been 
my duty to minister in their fami- 
lies, and as a clergyman to officiate 
at the funerals of principals, 
teachers and directors. 

Such intercourse and duty so 
long continued, have created an in- 
tense interest in all that relates to 
this blanch of philanthropy and 
education, and a pardonable pride 
in the growth and infiuence of this 
New York Institution. It has been 
encouraging to observe that e\'ery 
principal has been able to advance, 
not only in theory, but in practical 
methods of instruction and train- 
ing. The plans and methods of 
Dr. Harvey P. Peet seemed well 
adapted to the work which he un- 
dertook. They had been elaborat- 
ed from the experience of De I'Epee, 
Heinecke and Gallaudet, with ad- 
ditions and suggestions from the 
robust and acute mind of Dr. Peet 
himself. His son. Dr. Isaac Lewis 
Peet, brought a well trained and 
highly cultivated mind to the 
duties which fell upf)n him as his 
father's successoi, while Dr. Enoch 
Henrv Currier, profiting by the ex- 
perience of both of his predecessors, 
and entering into the spirit of en- 
larged development which has 
characterized all educatKm during 
the past decade, has been able to 
introduce improvements into the 
phj-sical and intellectual training 
of deaf-mutes, which were hardly 
<lreamed of fifty years ago. 

Mutes have been taught to ispeak 
orally, and to read with facility the 
human lips. De*if, dumb and 
blind pupils have been de\'eloped 
in knowledge, expression and in- 
tertHnir.se, to an extent which in old 
times would have been deemed 
iniiaculous. Children formerly ac- 
counted idiotic and so classed bj' 
superintendents of public instruc- 
tion, have been redeemed from a 
blank ahd h.opeless existence, made 
con.iciously happy, and also self- 
supporting members of society. 
The State has been searched for 
these unfortunates that they might 
be taught and trained, so that 
parents or the commonwealth 
might be relieved from the support 
of paupers. Unexpected auccess 
has attended fresh departments of 
ind nut rial and artistic labor. Print- 
ing, decorative art and horticulture 
have been introduced into the 
curriculum, and military drill and 
disciplfne have become the rule of 
the Institution. 

But while physical and mental 
tniining has made progress, there 
has been no retrograde in moral 
culture. The institution is un- 
sectarian. Its instruction in morals 
and religion is not given by priests 
or clergymen. If parents desire 
their children to be visited by a 
minister of their own creed, it is 
allowed in accordance with the rules 
of the Institution ; and the pupils 
are also permitted under suitable 
resti ictions, to attend such religious 
services outside of the Institution 
as may be desired. There is no 
such conformity to sectarian control 
required at the New York Institu- 
tion, as exists in the Deaf-mute 
Schools at Fordham and at Buffalo, 
whei-e no Protestant is allowed, and 
wher«» it is taken for granted that 
every child is of necessity a ward of 
the lioinau Catholic ChuiTh. Such 
freedom of woi-ship, coinbiueil with 
sound ethical teaching in the citu» 



rooms, tends to produce intelligent 
and manly thought and to inspire 
in the deaf-mutes self-reliance and 
mutual resjiect. The.se results ate 
especially noteworthy in those 
pupils who after long apprentice- 
ship have become teachers, and I 
will close this letter with a Sunday 
lecture, given by one of the teach- 
ers, a deaf-mute, whom I have seen 
grown up from a small boy who 
used to amuse the pupils and 
visitors at public exhibitions with 
life-like pantomimes, into a mature 
man, the father of a family of hear- 
ing and speaking children, and a 
most successful instructor. His 
name is William G. Jones, and he 
is honorably known throughout the 
guild of deaf-mute instructors. 

Taking as a theme the words of 
Paul in his first letter to the Corin- 
thians 9. 24, "They which run in 
a race run all, but ene receiveth 
the priKe," he .said : " Earthly good 
is always nnoertain. On this earth 
we cannot help reckoning uiK>n 
disappointment. All cannot win; 
and, where one 8ucce<^ds, there aro 
numbers who grieve over morti- 
fying disappointments. After a 
long and painful pursuit in the 
competition of it, we may find that 
just as we are about to grajip the 
prize, another bears it away. The 
whole tnith of it is that worldly 
distinction and eminence depend on 
the concurrence of events and 
cifcu instances such as rarely take 
place. Even Solomon said : ' I 
saw that the race is not alwaj's to 
the swift, nor the battle to the 
strong, neither yet bread to the 
wise, nor riches to men of under- 
standing, nor yet favor to men of 
skill, but what we oall 'time and 
chance happeneth to them all.' 
So we have to acknowledge that the 
truth is that a great deal of what is 
called earthly goodness is placed 
beyond the reach of many, what- 
ever they may do. Many are pcx^r, 
and they have not the opportunities 
and the means of becoming affluent; 
many cannot fill the seats of team- 
ing and science ; they have not the 
capacities to acquire the nee<lful. 
treasures. Here is a rt>a8on why 
we should seek those which art> 
always sure in their attainment*. 
Over these is insoribetl always : 
' Ask, and it shall be given ; seek, 
and ye shall find ; kaock, and it 
shall bo opened unto you ; fgir whoso- 
ever a.5keth, receiveth,"and he that 
.seeketh, findeth, and to him that 
knooketh it shall be opened.' 

"No condition in life, however 
disadvantAgeous, it seems, is a 
barrier to elevation here. In the 
work of the Ix)rd, the aefvant may 
become equally great with the 
ma.st«r. Moral greatness does not 
consist in attempting to do great 
things, but in constantly doing the 
little things of life with a great 
mind. And these are accessible to 
all. Even 'the poor have the 
Gospel preached unto tliem,' and 
may be 'rich in faith and heirs of 
the Kingdom which God hath 
promised to them that love Him.' 
All may obtain, however destitute, 
those blessing which are Iwught 
' without money and without price.' 
' The wayfaring man, though a fool, 
shall not err' in the heavenly road, 
under the Divine Guide. Anyone, 
even though illiterate, can acquire 
the knowledge which makes wise 
unto salvation, under the Heavenly 
Teacher ; for this Teacher afTords 
not only light, but eyes ; not only 
sound, but ears; not only lessons, 
but the faculty to receive them, 
to those on earth. Hope is the 
mainspring of action ; if mere pro- 
liabilities will encourage a man in 
his exertions, how much more will 
an alwnlute certainty, especially 
when the aim to work for is of such 
uuftpeakable value. 

" We cannot help seeing the 
advantage which the Christian has 
over all otht>r8 striving for an end. 
The huslmndmansowsinhope, but 
his hopes may perish by excessive 
rains, or by mildew, or ins. ' !

Htndiea Is Small Cli««ce. 

" It takes all sorts of people to 
make a earful," said the conductor 
of a Market street trolley car. " If 
it wasn't so exasperating?, it night 
be amusing to study the methods 
different people have of paying 
their fares.

all the adult deaf of Council HIiifTs, 
Omaha and South Omaha, and also 
a number of hearing people. 

liev. Cloud went through the full 
ritual of the Episcopal Church. His 
sermon was eminently suitable for 
tho deaf, and was (ielivered in a 
clear ancl impressive manner. At 
its close he re<'eived an ovation 
from the audience, and all united 
in expressing a wish that we could 
have such a service again. 

Sunday morning, Apiil 1st, a 
large class was confirmed at the 
same church. Among them was 
Waldo H. Rothert, son of Suixjrin- 
tendenl Rothert, of the Iowa School. 
He is the first deaf person lo join 
that church here. The <!onfirma- 
tion rites were performed l<y the 
Bishop of Iowa, Right Reverend 
Theodore Morrison, assi.sted liy the 
pastor. Rev. G<!orge. Edward Walk. 
In the afteriKMin, IJishop Morrison, 
Rev. Walk and Rev. Cloud each 
made a short address to the jiupils 
In the chapel at the Institute. 
Some of the deaf in Omaha, who 
have not been over here for nearly 
a decade, were over for Rev. 
Cloud's leclpre. 

The Willowdale Literary Society, 
of the Iowa Sciiool, W' nf in a body 
to the Nebraska School, Saturday 
afternoon, April 7fh. The object 
of this pilgrimage was their annual 
debate with the Nebraska Lit<!rary 
Society. The question on which 
they argued was that the profession 
of a doctor was more profitable 
than that of a lawyer. The judges 
were Mr. J. W. Barrett, of the 
IowaS(!h(K>l ; Mr. W. H. Rothert, 
t^f tlie Nebrttska School ; and Mr.

After the debate the writer was 
introduced to Mr. Hutton, who has 
had a varied career. lie stated 
that he was a graduate of the 
Columbus, O., SchofJl and that at 
the breaking ou^ of tbe 8j»anish- 
American War, he tried to enlist 
with the volunteers. His deafness, 
of courw*, debarred him, and he 
pleaded with the colonel for some 
job, no matter what, that would 
enable him to go with the troops. 
He was finally made a <lis()atch 
carrier and went with the troops to 
Cuba. He detailed to the writer 
his experiences at Chicamauga, in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, and showed 
a \)a(\\iC) on which, if we remember 
aright, the inscrif>fioii is, "Cuban 
Service, U. S. V." He uaid that 
he was wounded and now receives 
a pension. He is the janitrir of the 
new schrjol building af the Omaha 
Institute. If there Is any other 
deaf p<»rson who took active part 
in the Spanish-American War, we 
would like to hear of him.

Our be- 
loved and esteemed co- laborer has 
suddenly {»assed from the duties 
and (irivilegesof an unusually ae.live 
life to the realization of the bleswHi 
promises made txj the faithful 
through the compassionate Savior. 
Having graduated at McGill College 
in Montreal and the General Semi- 
nary in N( w York, he, was for a 
short time rector of the (church of 
the Good Shepherd, Boston. Then 
he became interested in work among 
deaf-mutes, allowing services to 
be held from time to time by our 
society. October 1st, 1874, he be- 
<;ame associate rector of St. Ann's 
t.'hurch for Deaf-Mutes, New York 
(;ity. There, he and Rev. Dr. Gal- 
laudet worked harmoniously to- 
gether for many jears. Octolier 
1st, 1882, Dr. Gallaudet resigned 
and became rector emeritus. Dr. 
Krans was chosen rector. Old St. 
Ann's and old St. Matthew's having 
formed a new parish in 1897, nndCr 
the narne of St. Matthew's, plodded 
to build and sujiport SI. Ann's 
Church for Deaf-Mutes, Dr. Krans 
t»ecarne rector of the whole parish, 
in which he took a deep interest 
He acquired a k"<i')wledue of the 
manual methoils of communicating 
wit il deaf-mutes, and felt he could 
undertake a service for them in 
ease of emcugency. He was a re- 
gular attendant at the meetings of 
our society, manifesting untiring 
interest in all its details. He looked 
forward with gr<iat pleasure to the 
rebuilding of the Home upon the 
old site. 

" He was a <'lergyman of great 
cidlure and atdiievcd success in de- 
veloping p/irish life. Having ac- 
iUicomplifihed the work alloted lo 
him for his earthly pilgrimage he 
has gone to his reward beloverl 
;ind esteemed by a large numlxir of 
devoted fri(*nds. IVIay the family in 
their gr(!at sorrow be comforted with

We had an ideal Easter day, both 
as regards the weather and the 
observance of the day.

On Sunday night, Feb. I8th, the 
main building and the wing recently 
added for the men, were destroyed 
by a sudden aud dreadful fire. 
The inmates — fourteen women and 
eleven men — were bravely rescued, 
and are now comfortable in tempo- 
rary quarters in Poughkeepsie. 

In addition to the insurance, it 

will take *20,000 to give our silefat 
friends another Christian Refuge. 
They lost all their pers<mal effects 
in the raging flames. We would 
make them gla<^l again as far as pos- 
sible. The Trustees of the Church 
Mi.ssion to Deaf-Mutes appeal for 
funds to build a new and better 
Home.
